In  the  office  of  the  school  much,  of 
the  secretary's  valuable  time  is 
wasted  bv  sorrowful  students  who 
vainly  seek  lost  fountain  pens.  A 
cardboard  box  which  is  Idled  with  a 
collection  of  pens  of  varied  colours 
and  values  as  well  as  incomplete 
parts,  rests  in  the  sale.  It  is 
brought  out  often,  its  contents  turn- 
ed out,  then  it  is  returned  ;  but  never 
does  it  hold  that  which  I  am  seeking. 
Mv  search  goes  on  until  in  despair. 
I  ask:  "Mv  fountain  pens,  where1  are 
you 

The  first  pen  I  owned,  one  vear 
grew  on  mv  Christmas  tree  beside 
the  icicles  that  did  not  melt.  A 
shining  black,  ladies'  W  aterman  pen 
with  a  gold  filler  and  a  ring  in  the 
cap  then  seemed  a  wondrous  trea- 
sure. Jealously  was  it  guarded  from 
scratch  or  fall  for  months.  Kegu- 
larlv.  carefully  did  1  clean  it.  till 
after  a  year  and  a  half,  on  a  loveh 
June  day  while  returning  home  from 
school  1  lost  it.  Xo  one  would  have 
suspected  that  so  tragic  a  thing 
could  happen  on  that  beautiful  day. 
but  I  must  have  screwed  the  cap  on 
looselv  for  the  pen  was  gone  while 
still  the  cap  swun^  lightly  on  the 
ribbon,  no  longer  ornamental  since 
it^  service  was  exhausted.  Thai 
!•  i*M  h»<^  M-rnied  cruel  in  its  trag*M\.

yet  the  blow  is  just  as  sharp  with 
repetition.  lacking  perhaps  the 
agonizing  duration. 

Many  pens  have  followed  the  first 
but  perhaps  none  suffered  more  than 
the  third  one  in  the  order  of  posses- 
sion. The  second  was  altogether 
too  small  to  be  watched  closely  or 
guarded  for  any  length  of  time. 
Consequently,  number  three  was  a 
man's  pen  that  had  been  used  foi- 
ls ve  years  yet  showed  a  dearth  of 
hard  knocks.  Xow  its  career  was 
radically  reversed.  The  initial  mis- 
lorttme  took  the  form  of  a  crack  in 
the  top  which  was  swiftly  followed 
by  the  loss  ol  a  piece  from  one  side 
of  the  aforementioned  cap.  After  a 
brief  time  had  elapsed,  synchroniz- 
ing with  the  breaking  of  the  clip 
came  the  cracking  ot  the  barrel, 
which  so  weakened  the  strength  of 
that  vital  origan  that  the  least  pres- 
sure caused  it  to  bleed  an  alarming- 
stream  of  ink.  Adhesive  tape  ser- 
ved to  remedy  this  defect  until  a 
fall,  as  from  a  precipice,  over  the 
banister  on  third  Moor  to  the  lower 
corridor  of  the  school  ruined  the 
point  and  another  pen  had  departed 
this  life.  Then  i  was  at  a  loss  to 
find  another.  After  diligent  search, 
however,  one  revealed  itself  that 
had  been  used  for  back  hand  writing. 
This  resulted  in  the  points  being 
crossed  so  as  to  make  writing"  en- 
tirely impossible.  Since  necessity 
is  the  mother  of  invention,  I  tried 
writing  with  the  back  of  the  point 
so  that  in  the  end  it  could  be  made 
to  work  remarkably  well.

When 
Mother  «.r  Aunt  lirst  carried  it.  her 
fountain  pen  rubbed  knuckles  with 
pencils  in  a  little  case  danwbun;  from 
her  belt  where  also  w  as  fastened  her 
watch  chain.     To-da\  it  would  he  a> 
absurd  for  a  wirl  to  carrv  her  pen  in 
a  leather  case  as  to  canw  her  watch 
<>n    a    chain    fastened    to    her  belt. 
These-    styles    passed    into  histoiw 
with  oTeat  plumed,,  bedowered  hats, 
and   trailing   skirts   that    saved  the 
door  polisher  by  catching  all  dust. 
When  clips  were  first  put  on  ne.is, 
and  strange  as  it  may  seem  thev  <lid 
not  ,wrow  there-  from  the  her^nm  m  w. 
])eople    though  i     that    never    a  wain 
could    their    fountain    jio^  escape 
them.     They  had  effectuall  v  disap- 


peared irom  pockets,  from  cases, 
with  cases  and  through  pockets,  but 
surely  con hi  not  disappear  hence • 
f < 'J'th.  \  el  w  e  km  »w  it  is  all  t«  >« > 
true  that  clips,  unlike  wiue,  do  not 
make  pens  stick  to  their  owners 
i<"-ever,  nor  are  they  iron  "hands  that 
x-vd  n«»t  break  asunder.  Something 
more  must  be  done,  \\  e  have  ring's 
in  the  caps,  pens  with  hu.<re  barrels 
that  suck  in  ink  as  though  from  un- 
quenchable thirst.  Such  huwe  pens 
have  appeared  that  lo  write  makes 
one's  hand  ache  with  their  weight,  a 
pocket  buk»;e  and  saw  and  nn.  An 
abomination  has  appeared  as  a  wolf 
in  sheep's  clothing,  in  the   form  of 

pens   flaming  in    rainbow  colours  

.^'oi<l.  jade,  scarlet,  purple-  -that  are 
advertised  as  made  to  match  any 
costume  yet  ever  achieve  the  maxi- 
imim  ot  horrible  contrast.  So  hu.wy\ 
so  wlarincrly  bright  are  thev,  surely 
thev  c<m!d  not  be  mislaid,  but  alas. 
h<>w  often  thev  are!  Manufactur- 
ers, hiding  behind  a  pretence  at  ef- 
fort, lose  no  trade  by  meeting  the 
demand  tor  a  sa) et v  wrip  on  pens. 
It  remains  tor  future  ireneration  to 
mauutacture  a  fountain  pen  that  de- 
lies  the  owner  to  lose  it.

for  the  Championship  of  the  entire 
Dominion  was  fought  to  the  finish 
by  two  teams  that  showed  sueh  a 
desire  to  give  everything  th.ey  had 
for  the  honor  of  their  schools.  Un- 
der conditions  totally  unsuited  to 
football,  the  student  footballers  for- 
got everything  but  the  promise  of 
the  laurel  crowns  awaiting  the  vic- 
tors, and  the  title  of  champions  was 
conceded  to  the  Delta  lads  only  af- 
ter the  Sarnians  had  fought  des- 
parately  from  start  to  finish,  not 
only  to  win  the  game  but  also  to 
overcome  the  14  point  lead  secured 
by  Delta  in  the  first  game  at  Sarin  a. 


The  Seniors  played  eleven  games 
scoring  133  points  and  had  scored 
against  them  44  points.  Hamilton 
scored  21  points  and  Petrolia  11. 
The  Juniors  played  six  games  scor- 
ing 70  points,  and  had  29  points 
scored  against  them.  The  seniors 
lost  three  games  and  the  juniors  one 
game  during  the  1926  lootball  sea- 
son. 


During  the  season  the  senior  team 
made  a  school  record.  They  played 
six  consecutive  games  and  no  play- 
er was  penalized.  These  games 
were  with  Windsor,  St.  Thomas  and 
Kitchener.  Considering  the  fact 
four  of  these  games  were  in  the 
semi-finals  and  finals,  it  is  a  very 
worthy  record  for  future  teams  to 
strive'  to  break.

In  this  issue  oi  th<  Archeologist  it  is  with  much  interest  we  announce 
the  discovery  of  the  ancient  town  of  Sarclnia,  near  hake  Huron.  It  is  the 
result  of  many  patient  years  of  c  \e,w  ati«  n  In  the  world  famous  Archeologist, 
.Professor  1  vanofulcoff,  K.SAM'.,  IMUJ.,  \: A  tit  \side  from  scientific  'mo- 
tives the  professor  has  a  personal  intenot  as  one  w  !iw  ancestors  known  as, 
"Wheyface  the  Mighty,"  was  said  to  have  inhabited  thwe  regions. 

Kvidenth  thes<  [)eo|)l<  had  some  premonition  ofydie  fate  which  finally 
wiped  them  off  tin  face  of  the  earth  sinn  a  low,  flat  building  was  found 
which  seems  to  indicate  that  it  was  built  twins  to  withstand  the  disturbances 
of  the  earth's  crust  that  seeminglv  swallowed  the  town  and  a  great  part  of  the 
surrounding  territory.  \long  the  corridors  of  tin-  building,  stored  in  niches, 
were  found  man)  mathematical  treatises  which  alone  nth  the  barred  wan- 
clows  would  lead  one  to  believe  thai  this  was  an  insane  csvfuin  for  mathema- 
ticians. A  number  of  volumes  have  also  been  nnearfl  ed  which  are  of  great 
historical  importance  \mong  these  were  found  man v  crude  portraits  which 
give  us  an  intimate  insight  to  rnarn  of  their  social  activities,  their  work 
and  their  play.  Their  mode  of  writing  and  language  is  verv  difficult  to 
decipher.  In  the  ensuing  editions  of  this  magazine1  we  are  going  to  trv  to 
give  you  some  idea  of  their  customs  and  life  by  means  of  the  portraits  and 
pictures  found,  a  great  main-  of  which  were  taken  from  life. 

The  first  of  these,  which  is  also  the  most  adaptable  to  our 
purmose  is  a  full  page  of  action  pictures  representing  a  championship  rugger 
team  of  the  vear  1926,  nearv  700  rears  ago.  W  ho  they  defeated  we  are  un- 
able to  learn  but  their  chief  battles  seem  to  have  been  with  some  tribe  known 
as  Stthomas,  The  stature  of  these,  players  is  a  matter  of  much  debate  among 
the  archeologists.  Thev  are  unable  to  account  for  the  immense  change  in  the 
phvsicjue  of  these  men  with  the  average  height  ol  seven  feet  to  daw  all  of 
which  has  taken  place  in  the  comparatively  short  era  of  seven  hundred  years. 
(Air  language,  too,  is  entirely  different.  As  may  be  seen  from  the  picture, 
theirs  was  but  a  series  of  unintelligible  howls  ewe!  gurgles.  Phe  names  of  the 
players  have  been  determined  with  much  difficulty  by  the  professor  and.  a 
key  to  the  numbers  nun  be  found  on  pages  95,  96  and  97. 

We  will  endeavour  to  give  von  some  idea  of  their  game  by  comparing 
it  with  ours.  However,  we  cannot  hope  to  form  any  definite  opinions  on 
the  manner  in  which  their  game  was  conducted  since  our  only  means  of  com- 
parison is  the  above  mentioned  pictures  and  a  few  accounts  of  their  games 
which  were  for  the  most  part  indecipherable. 

From  the  picture  it  is  'very  difficult  to  determine  exactly  how  many 
ayers  participated  in  the  game.  We  believe  that  the.  play  was  very  rough, 
judging  from  the  weapons  used.  As  can  be  seen  X«>.  5  holds  a  javelin,  while 
No."  13  is  evidently  in  the  habit  of  throwing  bricks.  These  practices  are 
said  to  have  originated  in  the  battles  with  Petrolia  among  whom  this  art

I  his  crude  manner  ot  attacking  oppon- 
ents evidently  necessitated  the  constant  attendance  of  the  ambulance  in 
charge  of  No"  9.  Therefore  we  assume  thai  those  who  are  sitting  down  are 
substitute  players  to  replace  the  dead  and  wounded.  Among  these  are  No's. 
2,  4,  7,  16  and  21a  The  careless  attitude  these  people  had  towards  life  and 
limb  is  shown  in  the  eagerness  of  No's,  t  and  7  to  take  part  in  the  game. 
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Ihc)  are  standing  up,  read)  to  fill  in  when  a  breach  should  appear  in  the 
ranks.  They  could  also  receive  their  wounds  with  a  smile  as  No.  8  con- 
clusively^ shows.  The  strength  of  the  game  is  a  matter  of  much  controversy 
but  the  fact  that  No.  16  has  his  lunch  with  him  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
time  ol  pla\   caries  and  he  has  come  prepared  for  a  long  siege. 

I  he  ball  thee  used  seems  to  have  been  much  the  same  type  as  the 
olle  now  in  tise,  which  is  shown  by  No.  10  who  seems  to  be  tiFthe  action 
of  straight-arming-  much  after  the  fashion  of  the  present  time.  No.  17 
shows  excellent  form  for  the  drop-kick,  but  why  they  permitted  girls  to  par- 
ticipate in  this  dangerous  sport  seems  to  have  no  precedent  in  any  other  pre- 
historic annals  of  sport.  For  examples  see  No's,  1,  4,  to,  13,  17,  21,  From 
accounts  of  their  battles  we  know  that  several  of  the  players  entered  the 
game  with  bare  legs.  However,  we  are  unable  to  find  any  previous  record 
of  a  player  wearing  n  uniform,  such  as  that  worn  by  No.  20/  Win  the  player 
who  was  chosen  as  captain  for  the  year  1927  should  appear  thus,"  would  cer- 
tainlv  prove  a  startling  revelation  to  our  code  of  ethics.  Indeed  our  only 
solution  to  this  question  is  that  he  is  waiting  his  turn  to  take  a  bath  as  No. 
Ji,  who  from  all  accounts,  is  removing  surplus  dirt  accumulated  in,  what  was 
then  an  annual  classic,  the  <  >kl  Fellows'  game,  probably  played  on  marshy 
ground  to  prevent  injury. 

Many  answers  have  been  advanced  for  the  fact  that  No.  18  is  riding 
a  horse,  an  animal  now  extinct.  The  most  probable  of  these  is  either  that 
the  horse  was  used  as  a  means  of  escape  or  that  lie  occupied  the  position 
known  as  "Flying  \\  ing",  so  called  on  account  of  his  swift  flight.  We  are 
able  to  determine  the  positions  played  by  these  men  only  in  a  few  cases. 
No.  T2  is  known  as  the  "snapper"  while  from  the  fawawa\  look  of  N<  N.  15 
and  K)  we  assume  that  they  were  the  "stand-ofT  halfsT  No.  3  is  evidently 
the  goal-keeper  since  he  is  standing  beside  a  goalpost.  The  duty  of  No.  14 
was,^  as  official  dispatch  carrier  to  keep  the  whole  team  aware"  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  enemy  and  if  p<  .ssihle  to  learn  their  plans.  The  name  of  No. 
6  exactly  corresponds  to  that  of  a  great  areheologist  of  this  time,  whose 
activities  in  the  historic  land  of  Fgypt  in  the  discovery  of  King  Tutank- 
hamen's tomb  brought  great  fame.  Whether  or  not  this  is  the  same  man 
we  are  unable  to  learn  owing  to  the  inaccuracy  of  the  records  and  the  ex- 
treme difficulty  with  which  the v  are  translated. 

in  the  next  issue  we  will  continue  our  articles  on  the  "kife  and 
Customs  oi  1  <  uo."
